Now for clearing our 1ood-lands in order to corn; the diffculey is not {© great 

as is imagined ;, our Trees, being not ſo thick, or not ſþ. burdenſome, but thas four 
hands, in four months time, may cafily clear five and twenty Acrcs for the Plow ; 
which, at 15 d. Engliſh per Day, for each hand comes to rwenty five ſhillings per Acre. 
The encreaſe of which, is with lefs then half the ſeed, at leaſt to the improv'd 
Land of England. Add to this, the ten pence which buys the fee of an Acre _—y 
and an Acre of Land, producing the like quantity with Engliſh Ground, coſt 
1h. 5 $s. 10 d. which atcight years purchaſe, ought to yield three ſhillings two : 
pence three farthings per Amum. Now, where it brings an increaſe equal to Land of 
ten ſhillings per Anmm in Exgland, and what it produces, yields not, at preſent, a leſy 
value, the advantage is almoſt four to one, which I conccive is ne incenliderable ad- 
Vance. 
Having given this general account of Lands in thoſe parts of America, which fer 
Pariery of Earth, and Number of Fountains, falls not ſhort, in my Opinion, of aoy 
Country I have ſeen in Europe ;, I ſhall in the next place, for their help and Direttion 
that intend thither.
